Nelson's bill, the eighty miles of frontage 
which has been thus taxed to pay for paving 
these streets must be taxed for all time to 
come to pay for paving the other streets of 
the city, as well those now in existence 
as those laid off in the many square miles of 
territory hereafter to be annexed to the city, 

We agree with the principle that a public 

improvement must be paid for by a tax uni- 

form as to persons and property within the 
jurisdiction of the municipality; but where 
an improvement is of purely local character, 
one which the general interest does not de- 
mand or require, and Which is adopted for 
the special benelit of special persons and 
property, it is uujust Mr the Legislature te 
refuse the power, authorized by the consti- 
tution, to municipalities te apportion the 
cost of that work bet geen the general pub- 
Nie and those specially \benefited. A denia) 
of that power will paralyze city govern- 
ments. It will retard the growth and pros- 
perity of every city in} Iinois, and will be 
especially oppressive f Chicago at the pres- 
ent time, whero so mafy local improvements 
must be made in coniequence of the fire, 
which cannot be obtaited in any other way 
than by special assessment.

THE WICKEDEST MAN IN NEW YORK. 
There lurks somew here in the city of New 


York, this morning, fearful of lynching. a 


man who ean truthfully boast of possessing 
the widest and most unquestioned infamy of 
any man in America, if not in Christendom. 
That man is Barnard, the notorious Judge of 
the New York Supreme Court, whose record, 


as the protector and abettor of all manner of |

A few wéeks ago, Barnatd made a show of | 
joining the side ef virtue, and leaving the
